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CHAPTER ONE 



Kloster Blocks 



KLOSTER = satin stitch 

KLOSTER BLOCK = 5 stitches over four threads 

Variations of these blocks are illustrated on the next pages. When starting a 
project, overcast the edges of your fabric. All kloster blocks are embroidered 
before threads are cut and removed. 

Two ways of cutting threads are illustrated in Graphs A and B. The green 
lines and the numeral 4 on both Graphs indicate the threads to be cut and 
removed. 

The remaining threads are called bars. These can be needlewoven in many 
different ways. Most important is the correct counting of threads not holes. 
As all diamond or square shapes of blocks are opposite each other, it is 
essential to use a perfect even weave fabric. 

All blocks are made in a diagonal fashion, and the needleweaving is done 
in the same way. The reason for this is because of the principle on which 
Hardanger is based. When blocks are embroidered, threads cut and 
removed, the remaining space will be a perfect square. When following a 
graph, make sure that the vertical block is opposite the vertical, and that the 
horizontal block is opposite the horizontal. 
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The Basic Stitches 



LESSON ONE 
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Graph 1 and Sample 1 

Begin at the arrow, and leave a waste knot on 
top of the fabric. (This thread will be finished 
off later). *Work 5 SS over 4 FT. Move the 
needle up 4 FT then insert it in the same hole as 
the last stitch of the first block. Work 5 SS over 4 
FT. Bring the needle up in the same hole as the 
last stitch and take it 4 FT to the right to start 
the next block*. Continue the sequence. There 
are now vertical and horizontal blocks in a 
diagonal fashion. 

Note. Make sure that the last and first stitch of 
each block enter the same hole. This applies 
throughout the work. The red dot on the graph 
indicates where the threads meet. 

Graph 2 and Sample 2 

Follow instructions in Graph 1 from * to *. Then 
turn the corner, always with the vertical block 
on top. Now you can check whether the blocks 
are correct by running a ruler or your needle 
across from block to block. 
Always check that the blocks are in alternate 
horizontal and vertical directions. 
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Graph 3 and Sample 3 

Blocks worked in a straight line showing 
how the thread is diagonally carried from 
block to block. 

Graph 4 and Sample 4 

Completed diamond of 4 blocks each way. The 
red lines on the graph represent the threads left 
after four threads have been cut and removed / 
as indicated by the green markings. Sample 4 
shows the result. The yellow thread indicates 
that these threads must never be cut because on 
that side the stitches do not cover the fabric. 

Graph 5 and Sample 5 

A larger block in the diamond shape. The green 
markings and arrows on the graph show where 
to cut the threads. The red lines are the remain- 
ing threads. See Sample 5. 
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Graph 6 and Sample 6 

A double row of blocks clearly shows the 
horizontal matching the horizontal blocks, and 
the vertical matching the vertical blocks. 

Graph 7 and Sample 7 

The traditional way of finishing Hardanger is 
with a buttonhole edge. Following the line of 
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the previous block of SS, commence by insert- 
ing the needle four threads above the first stitch 
of the top block (see graph and sample). Work 
5 BHS, move along top and work 4 BHS, each 
returning to the same hole as the last BHS just 
made. Turn corner and, moving four threads 
along, work BHS still returning to the same 
hole. There are now nine BHS in the same hole. 
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Move along next four threads, work four more 
BHS, completing the corner. 
Note: The last BHS enters the same hole as the 
last five SS of the previous block 
Sample A shows how to start the next button- 
hole corner. Sample B shows where to insert the 
needle when thread runs out and where to 
begin the new thread. Pull old thread and finish 
off at back of the work. Continue with the new 
thread. 

It is necessary to cover all threads around the 
corners, as the fabric is cut away when the 



project is finished. Uncovered threads may 
escape, weakening the work- 
Graph 6 and Sample 8 
Outside blocks are as described in Graph 1, 
The green block inside the first row of blocks is 
worked as follows: 

4 SS over 4 FT; 5 SS over 8 FT; 4 SS over 4 FT. 
As shown before, all blocks are worked in a 
diagonal fashion. The larger blocks are worked 
in the same way. One block has been completed 
to show the result. 
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Graph 9 and Sample 9 

A large block as described in Graph 8, with 4 FT 
cut and removed from the centre, as indicated 
by the green markings. The red lines show 
remaining threads. 

Graph 10 and Sample 10 

A large block as described in Graph 8, with 4 FT 
cut and removed as indicated by the green 
markings. The red lines are the remaining 
threads. 



Graph 1 1 and Sample 1 1 

Square blocks with eyelets. Note that the verti- 
cal and horizontal blocks are opposite each 
other Sample 11 shows the eyelet with yellow 
thread, starting from corner to centre. Continue 
every thread to centre all around. Always pull 
the thread away from the centre, not straight up 
or away from the block. 
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DO'S AND DON'TS 

Do not leave loose threads at the back of the work. If you have cut one thread too many / take one thread 

Start and finish each thread as illustrated in Chapter from the edge of the fabric and weave it carefully into 
One, Lesson One. the space of the cut thread. 



Never cut and remove threads on both sides of a 
single block. Only four threads will remain and the 
fabric will be weak. 

Do not forget that the last and first SS joins the same 
hole of your fabric. See Chapter 1, Graph 1 and 
Graph 8 - indicated by red dots. 

Do count the threads to be cut carefully before you 
snip. 



Fabric threads must never be distorted or holes created 
by working the satin stitches too tightly. 

Do not have holes on either side of a Kloster block. 

Do not have holes on the side of the Kloster block 
when making eyelets. 

Do not leave whiskers after cutting threads right up to 
the Kloster block.

CHAPTER TWO 



Needleweaving 



LESSON TWO 



Each oHhe thirty Kloster Blocks used in this chapter is worked as follows: 

4 SS over 4 FT 

5 SS over 8 FT 
4 SS over 4 FT. 
Form into a square. 

A different method of needleweaving is shown on each block, and all 
needleweaving is worked with No. 12 Pearl thread. 

Sampler 2 has been worked with a different design of buttonhole stitch for 
the edging on each side, 



Graph 1 and Samples la and lb 

The threads are cut and removed as in Graph A. 
Bring the needle up between the 4 threads of 
the bar and weave over and under the 2 threads 
eight times on either side. Then take the needle 
diagonally to the next bar, as indicated by the 
arrow, and come up at the red dot. Weave this 
bar. Then take the thread to the back of the 
block and to the centre of the next bar. Need- 
leweave this bar, then take the needle diagonal- 
ly to the next bar. Finish the thread at the back 
of the block.

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Graph 2 and Sample 2 

The threads are cut and removed as in Graph A. 
Needleweave the bars as in Graph 1. To make 
the spokes, bring the needle up at arrow A, in- 
sert it at the centre, up in square 2, down at 
corner B. Twist this thread twice around spoke 
just made, as shown in Sample 2. Then insert 
needle at the centre, bring it up in square 3, in- 
sert it at corner C, then twist thread twice. In- 
sert the needle at the centre, up in square 4, 
down at corner D, twist thread twice, then in- 
sert at centre, bring up in square 1, and twist 
this last thread twice to corner A. Take thread 
through to finish at back of block. 

Graph 3 and Sample 3 

The threads are cut and removed as in Graph A. 
After needleweaving the bars, bring the needle 
up at arrow A, then insert at centre O, and take 
up at B. Twist this thread once, then insert the 
needle at centre O and bring up between the 
two threads that have just been made. Need- 
leweave these two threads from centre to A and 
B, as shown in Sample 3, then take the thread 
down and cany to the wrong side and come up 
in the centre block of the next square. Repeat 
until all four squares are completed. 

Graph 4 and Sample 4 

The threads are cut and removed as in Graph A. 
First square: Bring needle up at A (see arrow), 
then insert in the middle of the bar at E, twist 
the thread once. Insert the needle into the fabric 
at A and up in square 1, insert into the middle 
of bar F, twist back to A, insert into the fabric at 
A, and come up in between the two spokes. 
Needleweave over and under these two until 
completed, finishing at F. Take the thread from 
F to G to make the second square. 
Second square: Bring the needle from G to 



corner B, then insert it into the fabric and up 
into square 2. Take thread to middle of bar H, 
twist back to B, insert needle into fabric and up 
in between spokes. Needleweave, finishing at 
H. Then take the needle to I and insert at corner 
C and bring up in square 3. Complete third and 
fourth square as above, finishing with the 
thread at back of the block- 
Graph 5 and Sample 5 
The threads are cut and removed as in Graph A. 
Needleweave to half-way along bar 1. Make a 
picot, as illustrated in Sample 5, on both sides. 
Complete bar with needleweaving. Insert the 
needle diagonally to the second bar and need- 
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leweave to half-way along this bar. Make a 
picot on both sides. Complete needleweaving. 
Insert the needle and run the thread at the 
back of the block to the third ban Complete 
all four bars. 

Graph 6 and Sample 6 
Dove's Eye 

The threads are cut and removed as in Graph A. 
Needleweave bar 1 completely and bar 2 to half- 
way. Take the thread over and under between A 

to D; D to C; C to B and B to A. Finish need- 
leweaving bar 2, The threads should cross on all 
four sides the same way. When working clock- 
wise, the right thread is on top. See Sample 6. 
When taking the thread into the blocks, stab 
into the centre of the satin stitch rather than in 
between the satin stitches, so that they will not 
be separated. To start second Dove's Eye, take 
the thread from bar 2 around the back of the 
block to bar 3, then needleweave to half-way 
along this bar and work the Dove's Eye as 
described above, working clockwise. Finish 
needleweaving bar 3, and move diagonally to 
bar 4, Needleweave to half-way along this bar 
and work the third Dove's Eye. Work the fourth 
Dove's Eye before finishing the needleweaving 
on bar 4. Finish off thread at back of block 

Graph 7 and Sample 7 

The threads are cut and removed as in Graph A. 
All the bars in this block are corded (wrapped) 
over two threads, as shown by the arrows and 
numbers on the graph. Cord bar 1 to half-way 
then take the thread to corner A. Twist back to 
bar 1 (see graph for method of twisting) and 
finish cording this bar. Take the thread diagonal- 
ly to bar 2 and cord it to half-way. Take the 
thread to corner A, then twist back to bar 2 and 
complete the cording. Take thread to bar 3, cord 



it to half-way, then take thread to corner D. 
Twist back to bar 3 and finish cording this bar. 
Take thread diagonally to bar 4 and cord this 
one to half-way then take the thread back to 
corner D. Twist back to bar 4 and finish cording 
this bar. Take thread from bar 4 to bar 5 and 
follow instructions for corners C and B. 

Graph 8 and Sample 8 

Threads are cut and removed as shown in 
Graph B. Commence with the eyelet at the 
arrow marked on the graph Insert the needle at 
the centre and bring it up in the next thread, 
continuing around to the beginning. Then cord 
the top two threads to the next eyelet. Work all 
four sides, then cord 31/2 bars of the inner 
threads, before working a Dove's Eye, as 
described in Graph 6. Finish cording the last bar. 
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NEEDLEWEAV1NG 25 



Graph 9 and Sample 9 

Threads are cut and removed as shown in 
Graph B. Commence with the eyelet and cord- 
ing as described in Graph 8. Cord the inner 
two threads on all four sides. Bring the needle 
up in the corner of the last corded bar then 
insert it into the next corner, bring the needle 
out between the bar and the thread and go to 
next corner. Finish the four sides and take the 
thread through to the back to finish off. 

Graph 10 and Sample 10 

Threads are cut and removed as shown in 
Graph B. Follow instructions for Graph 8 for 
the outside row 

Take the needle to the corner and needleweave 
over and under bar 1 and bar 2 to half-way. 
Then take the needle over to the next corner 
and needleweave bars 2 and 3, thus completing 
bar 2, but working bar 3 to half-way only 
(see graph). 

Take the needle to the corner and needleweave 
over and under bars 3 and 4 to half-way only. 
Then take the needle to the next corner, need- 
leweave bars 1 and 4 and finish at back of work 

Graph 1 1 and Sample 1 1 

Threads are cut and removed as in Graph B. 
Buttonhole inwards (see graph) all around the 
corners in every thread and bar. Make a square 
Dove's Eye as shown in Graph 9. 

Graph 12 and Sample 12 

Cut and remove threads as shown in Graph A, 
Needleweave bar 1 completely and bar 2 to half- 
way Insert the needle into centre of bar 1, up 
into the centre of bar 2 then back again into bar 
1 Buttonhole over the three threads just made 
and count the stitches, as all four sides have to 
be the same size. 



Finish needleweaving bar 2. Carry thread 
through the back to bar 3. Needleweave this bar 
to half-way then take the thread from bar 3 to 
bar 2, back to bar 3, then back to bar 2. Button- 
hole oyer these three threads, then needleweave 
the remainder of bar 3, Take the thread through 
the back to bar 4. Needleweave to half-way 
then take threads as described above. Button- 
hole back to bar 4 then take three threads to bar 
1 and buttonhole back to bar 4 and finish 
needleweaving this bar.

Graph 13 and Sample 13 

Cut and remove threads as in Graph A. All bars 
are corded over two threads. Cord bar 1 to half- 
way, then take the thread to comer A (see 
sample), then twist back to bar 1. Needleweave 
from the corner over and under bar 1 and bar 2 
to half-way. Take the thread to corner A, then 
twist back to bar 2 and finish cording bar 2, 
Take the thread to bar 3 and follow instructions 
as above for all squares. See arrows on graph 
for direction of cording bars. 



Graph 14 and Sample 14 

Cut and remove threads as in Graph B. Button- 
hole around corners and along bars towards the 
blocks on all four sides. Bring the needle to a 
centre of one of the bars and make a Dove's Eye. 
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NEEDLEWEAVING 27 




Graph 15 and Sample 15 

Cut and remove threads as in Graph B. The 
outer two threads are corded and joined by 
eyelets in each corner. The inner two threads 
are needlewoven on all four sides. Then take 
the thread from corner to corner and need- 
leweave over two opposite threads. 



Graph 16 and Sample 16 

Cut and remove threads as in Graph B> Make 
an eyelet in each corner, then needleweave the 
bars and add picots as described in Graph 5.

Graph 1 7 and Sample 1 7 

Cut and remove threads as in Graph B. 
Commence first eyelet at arrow. Needleweave 
over and under one thread of each bar. 




Graph 18 and Sample 18 
Spider's Web 

Cut and remove threads as in Graph A. Cord 
over two threads around the block, as shown in 
Graph 7. Make spokes as shown in Graph 2, 
except that in the last spoke the needle stays in 
the centre to begin the web. There are four 
spokes and 8 corded bars. Weave over two bars 
and under one spoke in a clockwise direction 
until the web is formed. Finish at the untwisted 
bar, then twist it and finish at back of work. 
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NEEDLEWEAVING 29 



Graph 19 and Sample 19 

Follow instructions for Graph 18, but weave 
over one spoke and under two bars in an 
anti-clockwise direction until the web shows 
on the back. Finish off as in graph 18. 
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Graph 20 and Sample 20 

Cut and remove threads as in Graph B. 
Buttonhole around corners and along the 
outer two threads. Buttonhole inner two 
threads towards the centre finishing at corner 1. 
Then take the thread across to corner 2, then 
twisting at half-way take thread to corner 3. 
Twist at half-way and tie three spokes with a 
buttonhole. Take thread to corner 4, twist to 
centre, make buttonhole and twist back to % 
Finish off at back of block. 
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NEEDLEWEAVING 31 



Graph 21 and Sample 21 

Cut and remove threads as in Graph B. Make 
eyelets and buttonhole towards centre over all 
four threads of the bars. Work centre as shown 
in Graph 20. 

Graph 22 and Sample 22 

Cut and remove threads as in Graph B. Make 
eyelets and buttonhole towards block over two 
threads on all four sides. Buttonhole inner two 
threads inwards, then bring needle up in a 
coiner and make loop stitches from corner to 
corner. Bring needle to the centre of one of the 
four threads just made and work a Dove's eye. 

Graph 23 and Sample 23 

Cut and remove threads as in Graph B. Starting 
at arrow, make eyelets and needleweave 31/2 
bars. Make Dove's Eye, then complete need- 
Ieweaving the last bar, finishing with the thread 
at the back of the work. 



Graph 24 and Sample 24 

Cut and remove threads as in Graph A, 
Needleweave the four bars. Take the thread 
through the back of the block and up at corner 
A, then insert it at the centre and take back to A. 
Needleweave between the two threads just 
made as shown on the graph, following the 
direction of the arrow. Insert the needle into the 
fabric at the centre and bring it up at B. Then 
insert the needle at the centre and bring it 
up between the two threads just made. Need- 
leweave those threads to B (see arrow). 
Insert the needle into the fabric at B, take the 
thread across the back of the work and up at C, 
then down at the centre and up at C. Need- 
leweave the two threads back to the centre, and 
take the needle down at D and up at the centre. 
Needleweave the two threads (see arrow) back 
to D. Insert the needle into the fabric and finish 
off at the back of the work.

Graph 25 and Sample 25 

Cut and remove threads as. in Graph A. Cord 
over two threads to half-way along bar 1 then 
make a picot as shown in Sample 5, Finish 
cording bar 1. Take the thread diagonally to 
bar 2, then follow the arrows on the graph and 
Sample 25. Make spokes as illustrated in Graph 
2 and Sample 2. 



Graph 26 and Sample 26 

Cut and remove threads as in Graph A. Follow 
the instructions given with Graph 6, except that 
now the bars are needlewoven over two threads 
instead of over four threads.

Graph 27 and Sample 27 

Cut and remove threads as in Graph A. Cord 
eight bars over two threads. Bring the thread 
up to the front at A, then to the centre, twist it, 
then insert the needle at B, bring it up at C, 
then twist back to A. Take the thread through 
the back of the block to do the next square and 
continue until all four are completed. 




Graph 28 and Sample 28 

Cut and remove threads as in Graph A, Cord 
over two threads, following arrows on the 
graph. Bring the thread to corner A and follow 
instructions given with Graph 2 for diagonal 
spokes. Bring the needle up at 1 and work anti- 
clockwise. Pass the needle over diagonal thread 
to 2 and loop from 2 around to 12 then under 1, 
as shown on graph. Then pass the needle under 
and over loops and spokes and bars, all around. 
Finish thread at back 
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Graph 29 and Sample 29 

Cut and remove threads as in Graph A. 
Commencing at A, make diagonal spokes 
following instructions in Graph 2. 
Do not twist first spoke. Bring the needle 
up at the arrow from centre and needleweave 
over bar 1, the spoke and bar 2, back and forth. 
Complete all four squares. 



Graph 30 and Sample 30 

Cut and remove threads as in Graph A. Cord 
over two threads half-way down bar, then bring 
needle out between bar A and bar B at centre, 
and needleweave over and under these two 
bars. Complete bar B with cording and repeat 
design on remaining three sides. This design is 
known as Maltese Cross, and Sample 30 shows 
the embroidery.

Reverse Faggot 

Graphs 1 A, IB, 1C and Samples 1 A, IB, 1C 
and ID. 

This stitch is worked diagonally over 2 FT, 
and consists of two rows. Following Graphs 1 A 
and IB, bring needle up at A, insert at B, come 
up at C, down at D, up at B, down at E. 
Continue to desired length. See Sample 1 A for 
movement of the needle. See Samples 1C 
and ID for turning the corner. 
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LESSON TWO 



The following designs are enclosed within 
Kloster blocks of varying shapes. Each 
graph details the method of working 
the Kloster blocks. 

Sampler Two 

This sampler shows ten different blocks and 
needleweaving. The borders are buttonholed 
in four different ways. 

Graph 1 

Kloster blocks for graphs 1 to 4 are worked 
as follows: 

4 SS over 4 FT 

5 SS over 8 FT 

4 SS over 4 FT made into a square. 
Graph 1 shows FT cut and removed as in 
Graph B. Needleweave two bars with cross 
stitch in corners. Cord two bars with cross stitch 
in corners. Needleweave the inside two threads 
as shown in sample. 

Graph 2 

Cut and remove two threads at corners and 
four in the centre, Needleweave remaining 
two threads from 1 to 2 and 3 to 4, as shown in 
graph and sample. Complete all four squares. 

Graph 3 

Cut and remove threads as in Graph A. Cord 
over two threads for the eight bars, as shown, 
then make the Dove's Eyes as described in 
Chapter 2, Graph 6. 
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Graph 4 

Cut and remove threads as in Graph A. 
Needleweave over two threads over eight 
bars, and make Dove's Eyes as described in 
Chapter 2, Graph 6.

Graph 5 

Make block as follows: 

1 SS over 10 FT 

lSSover9FT 

1 SS over 8 FT 

lSSoverZFT 

lSSover6FT 

1 SS over 5 FT 

5SSover4FT 



ISSoverSFT 
lSSover6FT 
lSSover7FT 
1 SS over 8 FT 
!SSover9FT 
1 SS over 10 FT 



All four sides are worked as above, forming a 
square. Remove all threads in this square. Make 
spokes as follows: Bring needle up at A, insert 
at B, up into square, down at D, twist back to B, 
up into square and down at C, twist back to B, 
come up into square and take down at E. Twist 
back to B, up into square and down to F, then 
twist back to B. Bring needle out on the side of 
the spokes and needleweave over and under 
the five spokes to half-way, then under and 
over the three centre spokes, finishing in centre 
spoke. Twist thread and finish at back of work. 
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Graph 6 

Make block as follows: 
4SSover4FT 

4 SS over 8 FT 

5 SS over 8 FT, but 4 FT higher 
than previous 4 SS over 8 FT 
Drop down 4 FT again and 
make 4 SS over 8 FT 

4 SS over 4 FT, 
Make four sides as above to 
form a square. Make eyelets in 
open space between the two 
groups of 4 SS over 8 FT. 
See graph- 
Cut and remove eight threads 
on all corners*. 
Cord over two threads and 
make Dove's Eyes as described 
in Chapter 2, Graph 6. 
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Graph 7 

Follow instructions for 
Graph 6 to *, then needleweave 
over two threads and make 
Dove's Eyes as described in 
Chapter 2, Graph 6. 
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1 SS over 7 FT 
1 SS over 6 FT 
1 SS over 5 FT 
5 SS over 4 FT 



Graph 8 

Make block as follows: 
5 SS over 4 FT 

lSSoverSFT 
1 SS over 6 FT 

lSSover7FT 

lSSover8FT 

!SSover9FT 

ISSoverlOFT 

!SSover9FT 

1 SS over 8 FT 



Work four sides as above to form a square. Cut 
and remove eight threads on all corners. Cord 
over the remaining four threads. Bring the 
needle up at the arrow, insert at centre, then up 
in square 1 at position 1. Insert needle at centre 
and twist back. Bring needle to position 2, then 
insert at centre and bring needle from centre to 
square and needleweave to top, ending at 
centre spoke. Twist this thread, then take needle 
through back of the block to come up at corner 
B. Repeat as above to finish all four squares. 




Graph 9 

Make block as follows; 
4SSover4FT 4SSover8FT 

4SSover8FT 4SSover4FT 

5SSoverl2FT 

Make four sides as above to form a square. 
Cut and remove eight threads on all corners 
and needleweave bars 1 and 2 over two 
threads. Bring needle up at corner of bar 2 and 
make loop stitches as shown on graph and 
sample. Then run thread over and under these 
loop stitches. Complete all four squares. 

Graph 10 

Make a square block as in Graph 9. Cut 4 FT, 
leave 4FT, cut 4 FT, leave 4FT, cut 4 FT. 
There are now two bars of 4 FT on each side 
of the block. 

Cord over two threads of bar 1 to half-way only. 
Bring needle to corner and needleweave over 
and under bars 1 and 2, the latter only to 
half-way, then finish bar 2 with cording. 
Bring needle to bar 3, cord to half-way, take 
needle to corner and needleweave half-way 
along bar 3 and half-way along bar 4. Take 
needle to corner of bars 4 and 5. Needleweave 
over bars 4 and 5. See graph. 
Continue instructions around 
the blocks, following arrows 
for directions. 
Make four eyelets as shown 
in the graph and sample. 
Cord three centre bars com- 
pletely, then the remaining 
one to half- way Make 
Dove's Eye then complete 
the cording on the last bar.

Sampler Three 

This sampler shows various ways of needleweaving borders that are suitable for framing designs. 
They are self explanatory. For instructions, see separate sampler.

Begin at arrow and make 5 vertical stitches as 
follows: 

lSSover4FT 

lSSover5FT ISSoverSFT 

lSSover6FT 1 SB over 4 FT 

Make a square so that the horizontal and verti- 
cal stitches meet in the same hole (see sample). 
Miss four threads and make 5 SS over 4 FT. 
Make second block, then repeat on other 
three sides. 

Cut four threads, as indicated by the blue line 
on graph, then cut threads in corresponding 
open squares on graph. Remaining bars are but- 
tonholed inwards. Make a loop stitch in four 
squares- Centre square has spokes and wheel.

Work square as follows: 

5 SS over 4 FT 

Miss4FT 

2SSover4FT 

2SSover6FT 

5SSover8FT

Make sure that the horizontal and vertical 
stitches on corners meet in the same hole. Cut 
four threads, leaving three times four threads. 
Bars 1, 2, 3 and 4 are buttonholed and become 
twisted. All others are needlewoven, except the 
four centre bars. 

The centre spider's web is described in graphs 
2 and 18 in Chapter 2, and is woven over these 
four bars and sp okes. Samples 3, 4, 5, 6 and 7 
show how picots, eyelets, Dove's eyes and 
needlewoven corners are used in differently 
shaped blocks.

Project 



The edge is either buttonholed or hemstitched. If buttonhole stitch is used, 
cut remaining fabric carefully away from the edge. It is easier to cut from the 
right side as there is less danger of cutting into the buttonhole stitch. Tidy 
up at the back and wash softly by hand. 

Never iron your embroidery on the right side as the twist of the thread will 
be flattened. Put a cloth over the wrong side of the embroidery and use 
medium heat. If lining the work for pillows, pictures, etc, use a darker fabric 
to show up the design. 
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
